Among Irish centenarians this year 
there will be Mr. Daniel Kelleher, of 
Millstreet,, County Cork, who has every 
expectation of seeing his hundredth birth- 
day in June next. The old man, who is 
in excellent possession of all his facultier 
has no special recipe for longevity and 
still enjoys his glass and pipe—in modera- 
tion, as he informs me. He has a vivid 
recollection of the Famine, and relates 
how he saw the people of that period 
eat nettles and lament that they had not 
enough of them to \.:rd off the pangs of 
hunger. Years that came after the black 
‘47 were every bit as bad, he says, but 
sickness and hunger came together in that 
year. He recalls how he saw O’Connell 
pass near his home, and has particular 
recollection of the unusual kind of cap 
that he wore. The stage coaches from 
Cork to Tralee regularly passed his house. 
Modern transport he regards as quite an 
improvement on that of his young days, 
but adds that “the young people now are 
gone foolish entirelv.” Mr. Kelleher is 
quite active for his years, walks about 
unaided, and takes a keen interest in the 
events of the present day.

** Stabilisers’’ for Liners. 


It gives me incalculable happiness to 
read the message of hope for suffering 
humanity which is contained in the news 
that. steamship companies are taking 
drastic steps to overcome the terrors of 
sea-sickness for their passengers. In 
order to reduce rolling tnovements to a 
minimum, the new ocean liner Conti di 
Savoia, which the Itaiian Lloyd Sebaude 
is building to compete for the blue riband 
of the Atlantic, will be equipped with 
three ‘‘ gyroscopic stabilisers,’ at a cost 
of £200,000 The ‘‘stabiliser’’ is 
described as ‘‘a mechanical giant with 
the power of holding the ship on an even 
keel in the roughest weather.” Although 
they have been installed in several small 
vessels, never before have they been 
applied to so large a ship as this liner, 
which will exceed 50,000 tons. The second 
Italian super-liner Rex, which is being 
built for the Italian General Navigation 
Company, also will have this device, while 
reports that the 72,000-ton Cunard liner 
now being built on the Clvydeside is to 
carry anti-rolling gear of special pattern 
have been confirmed.

i“ Pelorus_J ack.” 


The recent death off the coast of New 
South Wales of ‘‘ Old Tom,” who for over 
a century ruled the local pack of killer 
whales or giant dolphins, revives memo- 
ries of New Zealand’s famous cetacean. 
Known as “ Pelorus Jack,’’ he guided 
steamships through the French Pass. 
Jack was on watch night and day. As 
soon as a vessel reached the mouth of 
Pelorus Sound, bound for the Pass, he 
appeared and accompanied her for miles. 
So familiar did the dolphin pilot become 
that he was protected by a special Govern- 
ment proclamation. At last he disa 
peared, and it was surmised that, while 
playing about the bows of a steamer, he 
had been struck and killed. The Maoris 
regarded Pelorus Jack as a beneficent 
taniwha, or sea god, and wove a charming 
legend about him. 


A Celebrated Preacher. 


I notice that quite recently English 
Nonconformists celebrated the centenary 
of Robert Hall, one of the greatest of 
nineteenth century pulpit orators. He 
was the youngest of fourteen children of 
the Leicestershire divine who wrote the 
well-known ‘‘ Helps to Zion’s Travellers,” 
and was a most precocious child. It is 
said that he learned his alphabet from 
tombstones, wrote hymns before his ninth 
year, and even preached at a religious 
meeting in a Baptist minister's house 
when he was only eleven. 

At King’s College, Aberdeen, where he 
took his M.A. at twenty-three, he was * 
noted Greek scholar. He and his friend, 
Sir James Mackintosh, were nicknamed 
‘“Plato and Herodotus.’’ His eloquence 
in the pulpit drew huge audiences, and 
his warm attack on the materialism of 
the celebrated Dr. Priestley, then making 
much stir in politics, science and theology, 
earned him still greater notoriety. 

Hall was a dougthy champion of 
liberty, and his “ Apology for the 
Freedom of the Press’’ was one of the 
most startling of English tracts published 
during the French Revolution. In 1817, 
at half an hour’s warning, and without 
notes of any kind, he preached a long- 
remembered sermon on the death of 
Princess Charlotte. He was widely read 
in many languages, and, most curiously, 
thought our countrywoman, Maria Edge- 
worth, the most irreligious writer whom 


he hild ever read. 


Eclipse. 


One hundred and forty-two years ago 
died the most famous horse in the history 
of the Turf. An eclipse of the sun 
occurred in 1761, just at the time of his 
birth, and he was given the name of 
Eclipse. The designation proved remark- 
ably appropriate ; for he proceeded to beat 
the speed of every other horse of his 
time. He was bred by the Duke of 
Cumberland—nicknamed “:' the bloody ’’— 
and passed into the ownership of Major 
Dennis O'Kelly, for whom he won so many 
victories in the course of his long career 
that it became proverbial to say, ‘‘ Eclipse 
first and the rest nowhere.” Despite his 
prowess, however, Eclipse failed to win th" 
first Derby, for whicu he entered in 1780. 
but he was then in his sixteenth year and 
past his prime. 

The wonderful horse seems to have been 
as. remarkable in death as in life; for the 
‘* authentic relics ’’ .f him which are care- 
fully preserved include six complete 
skeletgns, nine feet, and sufficient frag- 
— of hide to cover the yard at Tatter- 
sall’s. 


The TCortoise. 


The milder weather of the past few days 
(writes a correspondent) ought to be the 
herald of many spring-like things, and 
not least among them will be the return 
to public life of my tortoise. I shall be 
glad to see him again; for I have missed 
his mild friendliness during the months 
of hibernation.

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| ASOUTHERN LETTER

CORK, Sunday. 
URTHER news which has come to light 
during the week concerning the future 
development and use of Haulbowline is 
most gratifying. As is already known, a 
company has been formed to take over the 
dockyard, where rhip-breaking will be 
carried out on a larger scale than hereto- 
fore, and now the Cork Harbour Board has 
received a letter from the Office of Public 
Works requesting that the Board should 
fix special dues for an entrepét trade in 
fuel oils and motor spirit. The matter has 
been referred to a committee, and probably 
will come up in report forn. before the next 
meeting. Heulbowline now is ge'iing the 
chance for which it has been waiting for 
many years, and anything which — tend 
to retard its meg! go must be looked 
on by everyone with complete disfavour. 
Haulbowline yet may become a great oil 
distributing centre for Ireland and 
England. The letter from the Board of 
Works dealing with this subject stated 
that the total import of oils and fuel into 
the Free State is about 100,000 tons a 
ear. 
á It is not expected that Haulbowline will 
capture all this trade, but the people 
behind this new syndicate h to emiploy 
the existing tanks profitably by the 
adoption of a system under which oil fuel 
will be brought in large vessels or ers 
to the dépét here, and afterwards dis- 
tributed in smalier vessels to English 
ports, thus reducing wy m charges. In 
this way they will put their hands on a’ 
much larger trade, and Haulbowline will 
have the profits. This cannot be done 
without the co-operation of the Harbour 
Board in reducing the port dues. 

At this stage it is well to remember that 
= Cork Harbour Board, when starting 
the Tivoli reclamation scheme, which aims 
at increasing the wharfage at Cork, had in 
mind the leasing of large spaces to oil 
companies, thus bringing revenue to the 
port. They anticipated great things, but, 
unfortunately, the scheme has been pro- 
ceeding at a pace so slow as to be almost 
imperceptible. If Haulbowline is to enter 
into competition with the original pro- 
posals of the Board, some of the benefits 
which it was hoped would accrue on the 
completion of the Tivoli scheme will be 
lost. Perhaps, that is one of the numerous

BUTTER SUPPLIES, 


The continued scarcity of butter 
plies in the South of féilend of which 
Cork is the centre for this trade, makes 
one believe that the tariff, which was im- 
posed recently by the Government on the 
advice of the Tariff Commission, will be 
removed shortly. For several days butter 
has not been quoted on the Cork Exchange 
which indicates the precarious position of 
the trade, and yesterday the price asked 
for Irish creamery butter was 1826. a 
cwt., an increase of £1 in a fortnight, or 
an increase of £35 10s. a cwt.' since the 
imposition of the tariff on November 21st 
1 I am told that there is hardly any 
butter in cold storage, and there is every 
likelihood that the prices will go stil] 
higher unless some legislative action is 
taken to relieve the present tension. 


CHEAPER GAS. 


The report which was placed before the 
shareholders’ meeting of the Cork Gas 
Company, which is now in its one hundred 
and twenty-fifth year, is very encouraging 
in spite of the increased popularity of 
electricity. The company is paying 8 per 
cent. The chairman, Mr. William B. 
Harrington, in his review of the year’s 
working, pointed out that not only had 
they held their own in fierce competition, 
but their sales had actually increased by 
143 per cent. The use of gas for cooking 
purposes has become general among house- 
wives. If nothing unforeseen happens, 
the chairman says, there wil] be a further

Three Persons Arrested in Dundalk.

BELFAST, Sunday. 
N old-age pensioner, Miss Ellen Maguire 
(78}, who lived alone at Drumadoney, 
near Dromara, Co. Down, was found 
n.urdered in the kitchen of her cotiage 
yesterday. “he was: gagged, her arms tied 
behind her back and her head had been 
battered in. Miss Maguire, who was reputed 
to have a quantity of gold in the house. 
seems to have made a desperate fight, for her 
live, and part of her clothing was torn in the 
struggle. She was overcome by her assailant, 
or assailants, her hands tied tightly to her 
side and her apron forced into her mouth as 
a gag. It is possible that the woman was 
suffocated before the head injury was in- 
flicted. Miss Maguire was in America for 
a number af years, and returned home about 
twenty years ago. She was supposed to 
have accumulated some money in America, 
and it was the gossip of the district that 
sh» kept a portion of it in gold in the house. 
It is assumed that robbery was the motive of 
the crime, and several boxes and drawers 
were strewn about the floor. How much 
money she had actually in the house is not 
known, but a sum of money was found: in 

her clothing which was not touched. 


. The affair was discovered by a young girl 


Lilian Burrows. who was in the: habit of 
doing errands for Miss Maguire. She was 
going to Miss Maguire’s with some bread, 
ana, finding the door locked. she looked 
trough the window and was oe to see 
Miss Maguire lying on the kitchen floor 
apparently dead. The girl at once informed 
some neighbours, who in turn sent informa- 
tion to the police <A remarkable feature of 
the crime is that it was carried out in day- 


light with many people moving about the 


district. The cottage is situated some 
distance from the main road. but there is a 
neighbour's house six hundred yards away. 


INQUEST ADJOURNED.

TIIREE ARRESTS.

On the other hand the Liberals by too 
much concession may lose more than 
the alternative vote will give them. Only 
Mr. Lloyd George appears to remain deaf 
to the ominous rumblings from the 
constituencies, which have been sounded 
at recent by-elections. Most Liberal 
members realise that the party is losing 
caste with its ow supporters in exact 
measure as it sinks its identity in 
that of the Socialists. On the horns of 
this dilemma the Liberals may come to 
any decision, but it is probable that the 
days of their utter subservience to the 
Socialists are ended.

Broadcasting and Politics, 


A State monopoly ought to be above all 
That 
need is especially urgent in the case of 
the British Broadcasting Corporation, 
which to-day, next to the schools, is the 
chief instructor of the English people. 
Thus the Morning Post makes a serious 
charge when it declares that the B.B.C. 
disseminates “political propaganda 
obnoxious to large sections of the com- 
munity who pay for its amenities.’ 
The specific charge is that the B.B.C., in 
sympathy with the views of the present 
Government, lends its aid to the pro- 
motion of socialist doctrine and socialist 
enterprises. Last week the Corporation 
broadcast a ‘‘talk’’ on Russia by Mr. 
Maurice Dobb, a well-known Communist, 
who said :— : 
“Some have called Bolshevism & new 
religion, as go eves for the future as that 
of Christ or Mahomet. In a sense it is, 
though minus the supernetural element. It 
confronts us with new ideals, new social dis- 
ciplines, new values, a new goal, sharply 
different: from those which confront us in our 
capitalist world.” 
Here, in the Morning Post’s opinion, is 
“Communist propaganda of dangerous 
subtlety,’’ and it contrasts this “talk ”' 
with the B.B.C.’s refusal, a year 
ago, to broadcast the Christian Protest 
against Soviet atrocities. Furthermore, 
the Morning Post charges that the B.B.C. 
is helping with its vast “ publicity ”’ 
a newspaper competition which has 
been started by the Socialist Party's 
official organ, the Daily Herald. It 
is true that the competition is 
‘based on a correct choice of the most 
popular items in the normal radio 
programme; but the Morning Post objects 
to this “‘ gratuitous advertisement’’ of a 
Socialist newspaper, and here its objec- 
tion is supported by the Manchester 
Guardian. “' The Datly Herald,’’ says the 
Liberal organ, “ must be left to conduct 
its comipetitions unassisted by wireless 
publicity.

RAILWAYMEN’S 
WAGES. 


BOARD’S FINDINGS 
EXPECTED THIS. WEEK. 


Mr. C. T. Cramp, general secretary of 
the National Union of Railwaymen, speak- 
ing at Hull last night, said that a question 
every railwayman was burning to ask him 
he would not answer. It might be that 
by that time next week he would be able 
to say something about the findings of the 
National Wages Board. If the conditions 
of railwaymen were to be considerably 
worsened, every section of the industrial 
class would very swiftly follow. The whole 
trade union movement were looking to 
them to maintain and, if possible, to im- 
prove their position. “ We cannot increase 
world trade by depressing the conditions 
of the workers. e have no cause to be 
ashamed of the fight we had put up before 
the National Wages Board, and I hope 
when the findings become known and the 
delegate meetings are held—as I opine 
they will in case of all three organisations 
—it may be possible to hold them about 
the same day, and no decision be made 
known until the three can be announced 
together.’’ 

Mr. Cramp added that he believed the 
next step would be to turn their attention 
to the organisation of the railway industry. 
It would be better if. railways were 
grouped into one, and that owned by the 
people of this country. Out of the present 
weszer of policies and parties the Trade 
Union Congress would frame its own 
economic programme, without regard to 
political manceuvres.

During the years 1927-1950, inclusive, the 
Newspaper Press Fund received in donations 
a total of £96,537 and paid out £76,346. 

Mr, Gordon Robbins, Chairman of the 
Council, at the annual meeting on Saturday, 
said that the liberality of the donors enabled 
the Council to make much higher grants than 
had been possible hitherto, and to sanction 
an all-round increase of pensions. The latest 
development in this direction had been the 
establishment of a new Pension Fund, bear- 
ing the name of Lord Rothermere—‘‘in grate- 
ful acknowledgment of a series of princely 
donations, for which the records of the 
Society show no parallel.”

INCREASED ATTENDANCE. 


An analysis of the attendance of over- 
seas buyers at the London scctions of the 
British Industries Fair shows that out »f 
26 European countries 21 sent more buyers 
than they sent last year. Denmark sent 
three times as many buyers as in 1930, 
and Czecho-Slovakia twice as many. Other 
good increases were from Germany, Italy. 
Switzerland, Finland and Spain. Russian 
representation was 22, as compared with 
one solitary buyer last year. Near and 
Far East representation was up by 50 per 
cent, Arabia and Afghanistan being new 
countries in the list.

SNOW AND LIGHTNING, 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT.

THREE DROWNED. 


A FISHING BOAT 
ACCIDENT.

A man and two youths were drowned at 
Seaton Sluice, Northumberland, yesterday, 
when their fishing cobble, The Kraal, cap- 
sized in a blizzard. One man was rescued. 
The men drowned were Robert Turpin (37), 
a motor driver, of Blyth: Fred. Dennis, 
labourer, of Blyth, and George Wallace 
(17), baker, of Blyth. 

The Kraal went out early yesterday in 
rather boisterous weather, and it was 
caught by a strong northerly wind, which 
increased to a gale, with snow squalls. 
The boat was soon in difficulties, and 
Blyth coastguards saw signals of distress. 
They warned the Blyth lifeboat and life- 
saving brigade, the brigade commandeer- 
ing a motor “bus and dashing to the 
shore. 

They saw three heads bobbing up and 
down about 150 yards away. The life- 
saving company ran into the sea, until 
the water was up to their necks, in an 
endeavour to reach them, one named 
Atkinson being so overcome with cold that 
he collapsed. 

One man in the cobble, Captain Pike, 
had managed to get hold of the mast of 
the boat, and held on to it until he was 
rescued. | 

Captain Pike, who is an_ electrical 
engineer, lives in The Avenue, Sheriff Hill, 
Gateshead, and he and Turpin were old 
Army friends. The father of the youth 
Dennis was a member of the crew of the 
Blyth lifeboat which went to the rescue.

The Correspondent of the Associated 
Press in Lima, confirms the report that 
the Peruvian Navy has virtually come 
over io the rebels. Its manifesto, de- 
manding a military junta, declares that 
the military at Arequipa, Cuzco Pino and 
Mollendo intend to march against Lima, 
and he fears the spread of civil war. 

The Navy, the manifesto continues, 
will. prevent the despatch of troops to the 
south, against the rebels, in order to 
avoid bloodshed. 

The Government is urged to send in- 
vitations by aeroplane to the rebels, 
suggesting that the leaders shall confer 
with them under the chairmanship of the 
Naval Commander-in-Chief, aboard the 
cruiser Grau.

HE estate of Sir Vernon Wills, 
Baronet, of Coombe Lodge, and 
Langford Court, Somerset, director of the 
Imperial Tobacco Company, and son of 
the late Sir George Wills, who died on 
February 1st, has been sworn provisionally 
at £2,100,000, ‘‘ so far as can be ascer- 
tained at present,’’ and duty of £1,000,000 
has been paid. 

Sir Vernon left to his elder son, besides 
certain family valuables, a sum of 
£50,000, and after prior life interest 
therein to his widow, Dame Nellie Jeannie 
Wills, he devised to him all his freehold 
and leasehold estates, lands, manors and 
advowsons in the County of Somerset, with 
the exception of his estate known as Lang- 
ford Court Estate, which he devised 
subject to Lady Wills’s life interest, to his 
second son. 

He also gave to his wife his seaside 
house at Sidmouth, and all articles of 
domestic and household use and ornament 
and all dead and live stock. 

All the rest of his property he gave and 
devised upon trust as to three-fourths 
thereof for his wife during her life, and 
as to the remaining one-fourth for his 
three children in equal shares. After the 
death of his wife the three-fourths left to 
her for life are to be divided between his 
three children. 

Sir Vernon: left legacies to various 
members of his wife’s family; to Mr. 
Bernard Beverley Wills and to his god- 
sons; his cousin, Miss Enid Hopkinson ; 
and to his children’s governess, and also 
legacies to his employés. 

Legacies of £1, have been left to 
Bristol General Hospital and Brist»! Royal 
and £500 to Bristol Eye 


Hospital. 

When Sir George Wills died in July, 
1928, his estate was declared provisionally 
at Wee mes and duty of £4,000,000 was 
paid.

TEST FLIGHT ON SATURDAY

NEGOTIATINC THE 
TURNSTILES. 


AFTER THE BALL WAS 
OVER. 


S ATURDAY was a great day for Ireland ; 

for, although even the most hopeful 
supporters of the home Fifteen were 
dublees of its chances, and half-way 
through the game bets were being taken 
freely against the Irish, Scotia’s pride was 
humbled, and Ireland won a grand match 
by eight points to five. 

Three incidents in a day that was 
crammed with movement will remain in 
my memory for some time, The first was 
our arrival at Lansdowne road. That was 
an experience not lightly to be forgotten. 
I had heard a great deal about the arrange- 
ments for getting into the ground. They 
were fool-proof; delays had been 
eliminated, and, if you only did as you 
were told, you would have no trouble. 
“ Sez you! ”’ ; 

My little party arrived with banners 
flying shortly after two. We obeyed all 
the instructions that we had®read in the 
morning newspapers. We avoided the 
railway crossing at the Lansdowne road 
Station. We gave ourselves plenty of time 
to reach our seats with a comfortable 
margin to spare, and as we all were jn the 
same section of the stand, we were in a 
position to form a phalanx to negotiate any 
crowd which. we might be likely to 
encounter at the entrance. What a hope! 


THE FUN BEGINS. 

All went well as far as the entrances. 
Our tickets were marked for the “D”' 
turnstiles, and thither we found our way 
without much difficulty. Then the fun 
began. There were four slits in the wall, 
rather like elongated rat-holes. Some 
hundreds—or it may have been thousands 
—of people were struggling in vain to 
enter. Queues were formed for every rat- 
hole across the road—or, at least, that 
was the theory; but in practice it was 
rather different. What actually happened 
was that a surging mass of humanity 
hurled itself against the solid wall. Now 
and then somebody happened to hit one of 
the rat-holes, in which event he or she dis- 
appeared in a dishevelled condition, like 
the cork coming out of a bottle. There 
was no system, no control, nothing but a 
frenzied heaving and elbowing to get 
through those slits before the match 
began. One or two women in the 
maelstrom near me nearly collapsed; 
but the crush was so tight that they 
could not have fallen even if they had 
fainted. There was a huge gate just 
beside us, at which certain optimists con- 
tiny d to hammer; but there was nothing 
doing, and the weary struggle had to 
go on. 

The whole business was most irritating ; 
but, as usual with an Irish crowd, it had 
its amusing side. One burly visitor from 
Cork, as he was carried panting towards 
the entrance, inquired plaintiyely: “ Is 
there no man’s size turnstile here?’’ and 
his criticism was more than justified. The 
slits in the wall are absurdly narrow, and 
tae delay caused by having to produce 
your ticket half-way through the wall 
before you are allowed to pass a turn- 
stile seems to me entirely unnecessary. 


GATE CRASHING. 

In this connection I was a witness of 
an incident which illustrates the ingenuity 
of the Dublin gate-crasher. 
of me were three young men who were 
wedged in the space between the turn- 
stil, and the entrance. I was being urged 
rá cf verbis to “get a move on,” the 
epithet, “ You big stiff,” being thrown in 
by a diminutive Scot, who was brandishi- 
ing something that looked very like. a 
bottle of his nation’s vintage. 

I could not move, because the man at 
the turnstile was refusing resolutely to 
allow the three men in front of me to 
yet through. They had no tickets, and 
were chancing “heir arm, trying resource- 
fully to persuade the man at the turn- 
stile that a mythical friend in the crowd 
behind had tickets for all. The trick did 
not work, but it caused a deley of many 
minutes ; and by this time the match had 
started. To get the three gate-crashers 
back was almost an impossibility. I sug- 
gested meekly that they should be taken 
into the ground by a policeman who was 
inside, and thrown out by another gate; 
but the man in charge evidently regarded 
my suggestion as an impertinence ; for he 
insisted that I should make way at the 
entrance to allow them to pass out. 

As half Dublin and a goodly propor- 
tion of the population of Glasgow were 
concentrating their massed pressure in the 
small of my back at the time, I had no 
easy job. However, it was done 
eventually, and I managed to get to my 
seat some ten minutes after the start, 
having spent well over half an hour in 
covering a distance of about ten yards. 


ABSIT OMEN. 

The next incident occurred just after 
half-time. It began to snow. Already 
half a gale of wind was blowing down the 
field, and when we saw the snow appearing 
a blizzard seemed to be a snip. For a 
few minutes it looked as if we were going 
to have a repetition of that memorable 
day four years ago, when the mise en scéne 
was almost identical.. It was the Scottish 
match at Lansdowne road. Mr. Barry 
Cumberlege was the referee; and I was 
just -recovering from an attack of 
influenza. On that occasion I ran all the 
way from the ground to the Irish Times 
office to stave off pneumonia; but I now 
um four years older, and the odds were 
that if the blizzard had materialised, 
pneumonia would have won in a canter. 
However, nothing much happened. In 
fact, the weather improved immensely to- 
wards the end of the game, and the sun 
was shining merrily when Ireland won. 
It is interesting to note that both teams 
on Saturday contained men who played on 
that famous occasion four years back. On 
the Irish side the survivors were Messrs. 
Davy, Sugden, Farrel), while of the Scots 
there remained Messrs. Simmers, Smith. 
and Nelson. 


FINAL SCENES. 

Finally, there was the night of the 
match. Of that the less said the better. 
Three thousand people were dancing in 
the Plaza. The Metropole, Hibernian, 
Gresham, and most of the other available 
places in Dublin also were crammed, and 
the task ot getting one’s coat and hat 
after the ball was over was even more 
trying than that of getting into the 
ground, One+ member of the Free State 
Government waited in a series of queues 
for something like an hour and a half, 
and finally had to go home without his 
overcoat, so great was the throng outside 
the cloak room. It took nearly two hours 
to get away from the dance, and there 
never has been such a night of gaiety in 
Dublin. There also were various 
casualties—of various kinds; but on the 
whole, as I have said, it was a great day 
for Ireland. It also was a great day for

HE new Tourist Traffic (Development) 

Bill, introduced last week in the 
Dail by Mr. P. McGilligan, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, will greatly ex- 
tend the powers of local bodies to assist 
tourist development by increased financial 
aid. Hitherto the powers of local bodies 
in respect of the advertisement of health 
and pleasure resorts were limited by 
Section 67 of the Local Government Act, 
1925. This section the new bill is intended 
to repeal, and will set up in its place a 
comprehensive scheme by which a county 
council, county borough council, borough 
council, urban district council or town 
commissioners may make grants to 
approved companies registered wholly or 
mainly for the purpose of encouraging the 
development of tourist traffic in the Free 
State. Such companies will be required 
to submit their accounts for audit annually 
by the Ministry of Local Government, and 
to keep such accounts as the Minister may 
require. The certificate of approval may 
at any time be withdrawn by the Minister 
without assigning any reason, after which 
the company would cease to operate under 
the Act: 

The amounts which local bodies may 
agree to grant to such companies in any 
one year or for any number of years, not 
exceeding five, shall not exceed, in the 
case of a county council or county borough, 
a sum equal to the amount of one penny 
in the pound on the rateable value of such 
area, or in the case of a borough, urban dis- 
trict or town commissioners not exceeding 
twopence in the pound. The amounts in 
each case shall be payable in four 
quarterly payments. The Minister must 
affirm all such grants ; otherwise they will 
be invalid. The manner of expenditure 
of the grants by the approved company 
must also be approved. 


RAISING MONEY LOCALLY. 


Section 4 of the new bill provides, in 
addition, for the raising of funds by the 
local, bodies mentioned, either acting 
alone or jointly, for the purpose of adver- 
oo health and pleasure resorts. This 
may be done by newspaper advertise- 
(ments, posters, placards or other similar 
forms of advertisement, as approved by the 
Ministers for Local Government and 
Industry and Commerce after consulta- 
tion. 

The amounts to be expended under this 
section shall not exceed, in the case ot 
county councils and county boroughs, one 
ES in the pound, and in the case ot 
oroughs, urban councils and fown com- 
missioners twopence in the pound. 

Provision is further made for the pay- 
ment of the expenses of local authorities 
in connection with the bill out of the 
bodies’ ordinary rates. In the case of 
County Councils it is to be a county-at- 
large charge; in county boroughs the 
municipal fund will be chargeable, and 
in other cases the funds applicable to the

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—How long will the present 
Government continue to tolerate the 
humiliation of a succession of failures in 
almost ,every branch of domestic policy to 
which they have set their hand? The 
facils deduction to be drawn from a study 
of the statistics of unemployment and of 
commerce is that some dramatic coalition 
should be formed forthwith between the 
three main parties; but those who con- 
struct coalition Cabinets to their own 
satisfaction seem to forget that the con- 
tinued opposition of parties—or, at al! 
events, of the clder parties—is based upon 
devotion to different policies, and that 
each party is convinced that its own policy 
is the only way to national recovery. To 
suggest, for example, that a coalition 
between the Conservatives and Mr. Lloyd 
George has only been prevented by wanton 
Conservative hostility to the Liberal 
leader is to rate even Mr. Lloyd George s 
political principles a good deal lower than 
most of us would be willing to place them. 

So long as the Conservative policy is, 
broadly speaking, tariffs and economy. 
the Liberal policy borrowing for develop- 
ment and rigid free trade, and, the 
Socialist policy penal taxation and class 
legislation (so far as the Socialists have a 
policy at all), no amoun’ of manipulation 
can construct a basis for official coalition 
between the three martics; but that does 
not explain why every party instead of 
consolidating within itself should be 
throwing off more and more splinters. — 

No doubt, some of these disruptive 
movements are inspired by the ideal—to 
which in other cases they are simply a 
contradiction in terms—of forming a strong 
and comprehensive Government, and it 1s 
necessary to decide which of them is, or 1s 
not, likely to promote that ideal. 


THE SPLIT IN THE LIBERAL PARTY. 

After reference i+ the schisms in the 
three political parties, The Times pro- 
ceeds:—There is a strong section of 
Liberal opinion which no longer believes 
blindly in free trade, and never has 
believed blindly in a policy of costly de- 
velopment at a time when the retrench- 
ment of public expenditure is so urgent. 
For these reasons the split in the Liberal 
Party is probably more permanent than 
the split in the other parties, and may 
well lead to the formation of a body of 
opinion which may be called Liberal- 
Unionist in character. Why should not: 
the Conservative Party call such a body 
to their side? Why should not the invita- 
tion be extended to those who are 
acknowledged. leaders of national activi- 
ties, although not intimately associated 
with politics at all? 

The basis of co-operation would be 
easily established if tariffs were considered 
as an empirical weapon and not as a 
dogmatic religion, and if economy were 
treated as a national necessity and not as 
a class-conscious device. Certainly in 
such co-operation lies the best, if not the 
only, hope of securing that broader basis of 
support, without which the next Govern- 
ment can be neither strong nor long.

Altogether nothing has been 
neglected to make the present proceedings an 
improved edition of the Mass trial staged in 
December.

“if,” he continued, “the Catholic latty 
does not take an active, even a decisive part 
in the management of the world’s affairs. 
the Church will suffer but survive, and our 
civilisation will disappear. The Jew, the 
Atheist and the Freemason have had their 
day, and you see the plight in which they 
have placed us. How much longer will you 
give them a free hand and a blank cheque ?”’ 

Much might be gained, even from a 
worldly point of view, by acknowledging the 
Church as the arbiter of morals. Apart from 
the strict right conferred on her by Christ. 
she was the oldest, the wisest and the most 
stable Kingdom on earth. The Popes had 
called upon all Catholic men and women to 
assert the rule of religion in their homes, in 
their courts, in their unions, in their par- 
liaments, in their own lives. They were to 
vindicate God and bear testimony to his 
judgments: in a pagan world. This re- 
forin, howover, was not to be procured by 
violence. They were riot being incited fo 
upset Governments by force. They were to 
influence the minds of men until the common 
opinion of its own peaceful movement 
brought about the change without turmoil. 

Did they realise how much Christians were 
at, variance with the modern world because 
of the law of charity? The world was 
going Socialistic. Socialism was said to be 
a sane, manly system, too proud to accept 
charity. The Socialists asked for nothing 
but what they conceived to be justice. But 
the Church knew that human justice was 
insecure if charity did not come to its 
rescue. 

If all men accepted Christ’s principles, the 
world’s troubles would not ¢ease, but they 
would be negligible compared with the load 
of sorrow and pain that now oppressed us. 
lf all men became infected “with the modern 
selfish spirit the world would crumble. 

The chief stumbling’ block, it was said, to 
the revival of industry was want of con 
fidence.

To conform with this arrangement the 
occupants of the existing posts of deputy 
chairmen will in future be entitled vice-chair- 
men. Captain Sir George Bowyer, M.P., will 
continue to act in that capacity, but, as the 
Countess of Iveagh, M.P., now finds that, the 
pressure of her other political duties in the 
House of Commons and as chairman of the 
Central Women’s Advisory Committee would 
prevent her from devoting to the work of the 
deputy chairman the time which she considers 
essential; she has resigned the office of deputy 
chairman. Viscountess Falmouth, who has 
been acting deputy chairman while Lady 
Iveagh has been chairman of the National 
Union, has consented to become vice-chair- 
man in succession to her. 
The title of Principal Agent becomes 
absorbed in that of General Director. The 
General Director, Mr. H. R. Topping, will 
be in control of every branch of the Central 
Office. 
Sir Patrick Gower will retain his position 
of Chief Publicity Officer, and the Deputy 
Principal Agent, Miss Maxse, becomes Chief 
Organisation Officer, with charge of the 
organisation side of the office, including 
speakers and other work formerly undertaken 
by the Chief Organisation Agent.

Kennedy, Dean. The sermon was the second 
preached at the Cathedral on ‘‘ The Lam- 
of the series on Lenten sermons being 
| beth Conference Report.” There was a 
large congregation. i 

aking as his text, “ Blessed are the pure 
in heart, for they shall see God” (St. 
Matthew 5, 8), the Dean said that, in their 
| Report,- the Bishops said: ' We must lift 
the whole subject. of sex into a pure and 
clear atmosphere, |God would have us think 
of sex as somethirig sacred. . , . Among 
the tasks that confront the Church to-day 
none is more noble or more urgent than that 
of rescuing the whole subject from degrada- 
tion in thought and conversation. . . .” 

The complete openness with which such 
matters were now discussed was, ón the 
whole, to the good; for they had been taken 
from the obscurity of half-secret conversation 
and brought into the cold light of know- 
ledge and experience. 

A GUIDING PRINCIPLE. 

“ I am convinced,” said the Dean, ‘that 
it is only when we view sex life in the light 
of the sanctity of the human body as the 
dwelling-place and the instrument of the un- 
dying spirit life within us that we shall have 
a guiding principle of conduct that will 
enable us to withstand the  ent’zing 
and debasing allurements which pervert 
and corrupt the ideals of so many 
nominal Cfiristians in these easy-going and 
pleasure-loving days, For multitudes to-day 
sex life is mainly physical. They ignore 
the true Christian ideal of morality. This 
attitude is encouraged by the lower sex 
appeal so frequently made in the novel, the 
stage and the film of to-day. The open and 
avowed laxity to be found in all classes of 
society in these days must, if not checked, 
lead to disaster.” 

He went on to say that the fear of visible 
consequences of giving way to the sin of 
unchastity—a fear which had been consider- 
ably reduced by modern inventions and so- 
called scientific methods—would never suffice 
to make men and women “keep straight.” 
Nothing short of true Christian motives, 
based on loyalty ta God’s law and will, would 
avail to withstand the temptations of the 
world, the flesh and the devil. 

The beauty, the strength and the happiness 
of the life Christ came to give to His people 
was marred and broken by sexual sin in every

form, and to-day the call came to the Church 
to tace facts, and fearlessly take every means 
which experience and wisdom suggested to 
stem the tide of evil and raise the whole toue 
of public opinion in this matter. 3 

He recalled the steps taken half a century 
ago in the cause of social purity, and of 
the establishment throughout the British Isles 
and other countries of social purity organisa- 
tions. In this city they had the Dublin 
White Cross Society, Through the agency of 
its vigilance committees it was the means, 
with the assistance of the Metropolitan 
l'clice, of cleansing the streets of Dublin of 
many haunts of vice, and changing conditions 
which were a disgrace to Christianity and 
civilisation, and a cause of untold evil. 
The Criminal Law Amendment Act of 1885 
had proved of great assistance in combating 
evils with which it was designed to deal. 
That Act had since been amended and 
strengthened in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, but in the Irish Free State the law 
lagged behind the legislation of other parts 
of the British Isles and of the other 
Dominions. Amending legislation had been 
promised, but was long overdue. Many 
thoughtful people were wondering whether 
detailed revelations of the sexual vice and 
crime existing in this country were needed to 
arouse the national conscience and public 
opinion to such a pitch of righteous indigna- 
tion that the electorate would insist that 
their representatives in the Legislature would 
do what they could by improved enactments 
to remedy the crying evils which all right- 
minded people deplore. 

MORAL LAXITY IN IRELAND. 
It must be evident to anyone who had read 
the pronouncements of the Irish Roman 
Catholic bishops in their Lenten Pastorals 
that those spiritual leaders, who must be well 
informed, were sorely distressed by the moral 
laxity so widely prevalent in their respective 
dioceses. This they attributed largely to the 
pernicious influence of the low-class unlicensed 
dance halls which abound not only in cities, 
but also in country towns and villages. Again, 
the Local Governmént reports supplied evi- 
dence of sexual sin and a debased mora! stan- 
dard on an alarming scale in the disgraceful 
number of illegitimate children and unmarried 
mothers in the County Homes in the Free 
State. 
An even darker side of the low moral 
standard now prevailing in this city and else- 
where in the country was revealed by the 
proceedings in the courts of justice, with 
their records of vice and crime, infanticide, 
disgusting vices, and horrible crimes against 
children. It was quite obvious to all who 
have faced the facts that there was urgent 
need for strengthening the law for deating 
with sexual offences in various particulars; 
bat, while just laws could do much to punish 
those guilty of such crimes, and so protect 
the community; whilst they could help to 
safeguard the innocent and go far to redress 
the wrongs inflicted on the injured, yet com- 
pulsion could never make people feally 
virtuous. Virtue and righteousness could 
only be produced and nourished by true 
education, by instilling high principles and 
cultivating noble standards of thought and 
effort, and by supplying to the young 
incentives to virtue and opportunities for 
innocent recreations, healthy pursuits and 
exercises, and social enjoyments on safe 
lines, 
They were thankful for the influence exer- 
cised on their young people by the various 
organisations provided for them—the Bovs' 
Brigade, the Girls’ Brigade. the Boy Scouts, 
the Girl Scouts. Through these organisations 
their young people gained strength of 
character, equipment for the work of life, 
and safeguards against the allurements of 
vice and doubtful amusements, and help and 
ericouragement in living pure, Godly, and 
righteous lives.

That policy Is at 
present denied to the country by the domina- 
tion of the political machines of the old 
parties. which in-their turn are controlled 
by politicians who for years have guided 
the policy of Britain with results that are 
now plain. The electorate has no opportumty 
to support new measures and new men until 
a political organisation is created te present 
those new issues to them at a general elee 
tion. 


A NEW POLICY, 


“The creation of a new political organisa- 
tion is a great and difficult adventure which 
few politicians are willing to undertake, 
however much they agree with the necess'!ty 
for a new policy. 1 expect, therefore, to be 
joined in this enterprise only by such few 
members of Parliament as have decided that 
retirement from politics in the event of 
failure is preferable to acquiescence in the 
present situation. 

‘Sufficient support in Parliament, and, 
above all, in the country, however, is already 
assured to justify the launching of a new 
political organisation, I and my associates 
appeal, therefore, to the nation for support 
in the creation of a new party of action, 
which shall be called ‘The New Party.’

Sirn,—All those who value the architec- 
tural beauties of our city will have read 
with unfeigned regret the proposal to move 
the railings of Trinity. College back in order 
to ease the traffic passing southwards towards 
Grafton street. Observe that it does nothing 
to ease that travelling northwards, where, 
at the lower end of Grafton street, by far the 
greater delay is caused. . What real object 
would be served by the disfigurement of one 
of the finest, if not the finest, views in 
It is claimed that, by giving 
room for two lines of traffic Letween the 
tam lines and the College, the traffic going 
eastward towards Dame street could be 
diverted without interfering with that pass- 
ing towards Grafton street? but even that 
comparatively small advantage would only 
apply to the traffic from Westmoreland 
street. That from “College street would join 
the southward flow on the side next the 
College, and would, therefore, im turning 
towards Dame street, hold up the southward 
traffic exactly as ab pfébsent. i ; 
"For the trivial advantage thus obtained it 
is proposed to spend between £20,000 and 
£40,000, and to disfigure a splendid feature 
of cut city. The advantage, such as it 1s, 
might be. more cheaply gained witheut any 
disfigurement. Instead of moving the rail- 
ing eastward, move the tram lines westward. 
Thus, you get the additional space for two 
lines of southward traffic, and at far less 
expense, even if it were necessary to shift 
Grattan’s statue a few feet westward. Why 
was not this suggestion made, rather than 
the other ?—Yours, etc..

A LECTURE AT BLACKROCK. 


“Some Phases of Dublin Dominance ” 
was the title of an interesting paper read by 
Mr. Eoin O'Mahony, Auditor College 
Historical Society, before the members of the 
Blackrock Literary and Debating Society last

Dublin nowadays, said Mr. O’Mahony, got 
everything, and the other parts of the 
country got nothing. Here in Dublin they 
had the Parliament of the country, the Law 
Courts, two flourishing universities, four 
flourishing medical schools. Dublin used to 
be the capital of Ireland, but in 1880 London 
became its capital by reason of the Home 
Rule movement, and that condition lasted 
until 1916. To-day New York seemed to be 
the capital of Ireland, for they were looking 
thefe for leadership.

OPINIONS OF LOURDES. 


DR. SHERRY'S LECTURE. 


“We should understand one another better 
if we understood Lourdes,” cdeclared the 
Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, introducing Dr. 
John Sherry, who lectured on ‘* The Cures at 
Lourdes” at the Theatre Royal yesterday 
afternoon. 


“ Before dealing with Lourdes,’ declared 


Dr. Sherry, reference should be made to its! Most Rev. Dr. 
In the year 1858 the Mother of God | 


history. 
had appeared to a little peasant girl, Berna- 
dette, in a grotto at Lourdes, a little village 
nestling at the foot of the Pyrenees. She 
gave Bernadette many messages for humanity, 
and announced herself as the Immaculate 
Conception four years before the dogma was 
proclaimed. This was an invitation,” de 
clared Dr. Sherry, ‘‘to the whole world to 
visit her in her shrine.”’ 

Many agnostic and hostile authorities endea-. 
voured to ascribe the cures to auto-suggestive 
influences and to the change of air and 
scenery. Such people who did not believe in 
Lourdes did not want to see the hand of God 
in anything. In the beginning several cures 
had taken place, which had been only tem- 
poral and superficial, and these had been used 
by hostile ‘critics in an attempt to provide 
logical explanations'for the happenings at che 
Grotto. To defeat these methods a priest and 
a doctor had set up, in 1880, the Medical 
Tribunal, of which he (Dr. Sherry) was now 
a member, to subject all cures to a rigid 
medical examination intended to prevent 
fraud. Today there is; a society of over a 
thousand medical-men dedicated to this ser- 
vice. 

Dr. Sherry then proceeded to cite indivi- 
dual instances of miraculous cures, the first 
of which was that of Joachime Déhant, an 
old woman, who had suffered for twelve years 
from an ulcer, which extended over two- 
thirds of the leg, which it had withered. A 
charitable lady, impressed by her faith, had 
undertaken to send her to Lourdes. On the 
night of her arrival, unable to sleep, she was 
assisted to get ‘up and taken down to the 
Grotto at 2 a.m. and immersed, but a cure 
was not effected. Going down again after 
breakfast she suffered a second immersion, 
and upon being taken out, when the bandages 
were removed, the leg was found to be com- 
pletely cured. She had since returned to 
Lourdes forty-four times to record her grati- 
tud:. Another remarkable case was that of a 
woman who had been stone-blind, and was 
cured. Dr. Sherry also referred to the case 
of M. Fhiam, a Belgian bank clerk, who 
suffered from a tumour in the throat, which 
necessitated his being fed through a stomach 
tube, and who, on the 25th of March, 1930, 
was completely cured, the artificial stomach 
fissui> sealing up in a miraculous fashion. 
‘“‘If I give evidence in a Court of Law here 
or in England,’’ declared Dr. Sherry. in con 
clusion, ‘‘my testimony is accepted as that 
of a ód Fon Why, then, am I dis- 
believed when I speak of my faith in the 
miraculous nature of these cures at Lourdes ?”’

EXCURSIONS TO BELFAST. 


Ireland's victory over Scotland in the in- 
ternational Rugby football watch at Lan 
downe road on Saturday makes the winning 
of the Triple Crown by Ireland a possibility. 
The issue will be decided on Saturday week 
at Belfast, when Ireland will meet Wales—- 
the only unbeaten country of the present 
season.

| LONDON, Sunday Night. 
HE loss of Phalaris, Lord Derby’s famous 
sire, who dropped dead suddenly at 
the Side Hill stud, Newmarket, yester- 
day will be severely felt in the bloodstock 
breeding world. It has occurred, too, at 4 
most unfortunate time for breeders, just when 
the covering season was getting under way, 
and owners with nominations booked to him 
are left in the lurch, for alternative nomina- 
tions to other stallions of the Phalaris class 
simply cannot be had for love or money at 

a moment’s notice. 
It is a great loss to Lord Derby, coming 
so soóh after the death of Phalaris’s brilliant 
son, Golorado, one of the best horses we have 
seen for many a year. To lose not one, but 
two such horses in the course of twelve 
months is luck of the worst kind. Although 
he was not a smasher in his racing days, 
Phalaris was an instantaneous stud success, 
and he has left a great mark on the Stud 

Book 


Fortunately, although Phalaris is dead, he 
has left other good sons to succeed him. 
There is Manna, a winner of the Two Thousand 
Guineas and the Derby; Fairway, a St. Leger 
winner; Warden of the Marches, now stand- 
ing in Ireland, and Pharos. With Swynford, 
Phalaris and Colorado dead, Fairway now 
becomes the principal stallion at Lord Derby's 
stud, backed up by the Son-in-Law horse, 
Bosworth, who won the Gold ‘Cup after being 
just, beaten in the St. Leger. Both, of course, 
ave yet to prove themselves. In the course 
of his career Phalaris sired the winners of 
over £200,000 in stake money, and stepped 
into the position that Swynford used to 
occupy at his owner s stud before he grew

SEQUEL TO DIS. 
MISSAL OF MATRON.

The pra My members of the nursing 
staff of the North Riding Infirmary, Middles- 
brough, who have threatened to go on strike 
at ten o'clock this morning, reaffirmed their 
decision at a joint meeting with the Emer- 
ency Committee at the Infirmary yesterday. 

e nursing staff object to the dismissal of 
the matron, Miss Nellie Stringer, who was 
given three days’ notice to terminate her 


lieu of notice. The matron was first asked to 
resign, but she refused and demanded an ex- 
lanation of the request. On Thursday the 
ouse Committee decided to dispense with 
her services. 

Ninety per cent. of the nursing staff in- 
timated their intention of walking out with 
the matron to-day unless the ones Com- 
mittee gave her an opportunity of facing any 
complaints which might be brought against 
her. A demand for a public inquiry into the 
administration of the Infirmary has been 
made by the Tees-gide district of the Amal- 
gama Engineering Union, whose four 
thousand members are contributors to the 
institution. In the event of a strike to-day 
arrangements have been made for the nurses 
who live in Middlesbrough and district to 
retarn to their homes. ' who live out- 
side the area will be cared for by Mrs. Arthur 
Dorman at her home, Kirklevington. Mrs. 
Dorman is the wife of the managing director 
of Dorman, Long and Company. She has 
resigned from the presidency of the Infirmary 
Linen Guild. 

The Emergency Committee eppointed by 
the House Committee have made arrange- 
ments to meet any contingency, including 
that of a sympathetic strike. They considered 
the position for three and a half hours before 
asking the nurses to meet them yesterday. 

_ The nurses were accompanied to the meet- 
ing by a local barrister, Mr. Emmerson Beck- 
with. Mr. Beckwith said that the nurses’ 
asked for a reconsideration of the matron’s 
case. It was stated on behalf of the Com- 
mittee that they coald not retract from their 
position, and Mr. Beckwith’ annownced that

SKIBBEREEN, Sunday. 

PEAKING at Skibbereen to-day, Mr. 

Blythe, Free State Minister for Finance, 

. said that he was not an alarmist, but 

he believed that Fianna Fail should be kept 

where they were until they were able to take 

a reasonable and civilised view of affairs. 

They had not sufficiently matured yet; they 

had been kept seven years in bond, but he 

thought that they. should be kept a few 
years longer. 

Mr. Blythe said that a great many changes 
had taken place since he was last in Skib- 
bereen, thirteen years ago. He referred to 
events leading up to the signing of the 
Treaty. and said that a great many people 
who criticised the Treaty at the time now 
realised what a great victory it was. They 
had stated that the status of the Free State 
would be less than that. of Canada, hecause 
of the proximity of Ireland to England; but, 
in fact, the State had led Canada and 
other Dominions in the enlargement of its 
status. The people who could not recognise 
the truth about the Treatv had never been 
able to recognise’ the truth about any poli- 
tical issue ever since. The division at the 
time of the Treaty was only the division 
of the chaff from-the grain. Even now, after 
am a“ a hm Dail, Fianna Fail was 
not abie to play the part of a sound si- 
tion in the Patlomest cf the ramhra 
instanced the discussion in the Dail last week 
ou the report of the Tariff Commission on 
the coachbuilders’ application. as an axample 
of the futility of Fianna Fail. That discus. 
sion was a stunt. The whole policy of Fianna 
Fail was,a policy of working stunts and flag: 
wagging. If there was a competent, thorough- 
going Opposition in the Dail that took the 
country’s business seriously, it would be an 


undoubted  stren thening of the country’s 
Legislature, but the leopard could not change 
its spots. 


THE LAND ANNUITIES. 


Referring to the boundary issue and the 
land annuities, Mr. Blythe said that there 
was nothing any party could do with regard 
to partition, except to make a success of the 
Free State. Nothing could be done by force, 
cajolery or wooing. Anybody who said that 
the British’ .taxpayer would pay the three 
million pounds per annum in respect of Irisb 
land annuities was a fool. 

Referriaug to the Chairman’s statement that 
he was a strong supporter, but not a slavish 
follower; of the Government, Mr. Blythe said 
that they preferred that their supporters 
should be discriminating supporters. The 
Government did not always claim to be right, 
but they did claim that they tried to give 
fair play to everybody and privileges to none. 
They did not look for popularity; they had 
done some things which they thought were 
right, even though at the time those things 
were not popular. Thev did not regard them- 
selves as rulers entitled to do something 
which the majority did not want, or to refuse 
to do anything which the majority wanted. 
When they realised that there was something 
that the majority definitely wanted, then they 
would either do it or get cut and let somebody 
else take up the reins of Government. 

Mr. Blythe added that there were manv 
oceasions on which the Government could 
have taken decisions that would have kept 
them in power until Tibb’s eve, but had they 
done so they would have betrayed the trust 
of the common people of the countrv and 
created positions such as existed in Mexico 
and other countries, where the party with the 
biggest military following ruled. 


UPHILL STRUGGLE. 


He went on to refer to various measures 
the Government had taken for the economic 
development of the country, but said that it 
was an uphill struggle owing to the situation 
which followed the orgy of waste during the 
ears of the great war. The people looking 
ck in twenty or thirty years’ time would 
regatd the record of the present Government 
as a marvellous one. 
Claiming that the Government was a national 
Government, the Minister referred to the work 
they had done for the Irish language, and 
said that' it would be no good to 
drive out the British troops or hoist 
the tricolour if the language, which was 
the historic language of the country, 
disappeared. Then, no matter how many 
tricolours they flew, whether they called 
themselves a Free State. ox a Republic, the 
English conquest of Ireland would have been 
successful. 

_ Continuing, Mr. Blythe said that one of 
the difficulties of the Government was due 
to the electoral system established in the 
country by the British. Proportional Repre- 
sentation prevented a clear verdict of the 
people being given in 1923, which would have 
settled the Treaty issue for good, and would 
have enabled the country to get down to 
work. Then there was the difficulty of by- 
elections, which involved a tremendous waste 
of energy and money, and prevented Ministers 
from visiting their constituencies in which 
elections were not held. The Redistribution 
of Seats Bill was under consideration, and 
the Government felt very strongly that, 
whatever.changes were made, some adjust- 
ment should take place that would rid the 
country, the political parties, and members 
of the Government of the undue burden cast 
upon them by the present system. When 
the next general election came the Govern- 
ment was going to ask the people for a 
majority again, because they believed that 
even vet the only saiety for the country lay 


in that. 
THE TEST. 


“‘T am satisfied,” said Mr. Blythe, “ that 
if the present Government were ten and 
if we were succeeded by a Fianna Fail Go- 
vernment, then, within a month, the Fianna 
Fail Government would be up against a test 
which it would not be able to through. 
That test would be tne test of gunmen, 
and illegal organisations, which Fianna Fail 
has never clearly condemned, and from which 
some members of the Fianna Fail Party have 
not absolutely broken. These organisations 
would reappear, the guns would be taken 
out of the dumps, the iocal bully, who lorded 
éver the country during a certain period, 
would appear again with all the evils which 
had their root during the truce period, and

and disarm and imprison, and, if necessary,

Every- 
one knows there are still fellows advocating 
drilling, and there are arms and dumps, and 
the’ only reason they are not brought out is 
that the Government that is in power, if they 
were brought out, would take prompt steps 
to deal with these fellows.” 

Mr. Blythe asked for two guarantees from 
Fianna Fail before they be given power. 
One was that there was to no Govern- 
ment but the elected Government: of the 
people, and that there was to be no army, 
or armed’ force, but the army acting under 
the law and the Government; and the other 
was that they made it clear that there was to 
be no quarrel with England about anything.

LABOUR MEETINGS IN 
THE WEST.

SENATOR JOHNSON AND 
THE WOOLLEN INDUSTRY. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


Tl/AM, Sunday. 
ENATOR Thomas Johnson addressed 
S Labour meetings in Galway and Tuam 
to-day. He said that it had been 
stated that the tariff policy of the Govern- 
ment induced manufacturers to make things 
which were at present imported. The result 
hdd bezn very meagre sae ety The produc- 
tion of woollen 
goods in the Free 
State in 
amounted to a quarter 
million pounds, and 
they were paying 
in duties one 
million pounds, while 
the total amount of 
wages and salaries 
paid in this industry 
did not exceed three- 
uarters of a million. 
‘hey were told that 
me the million paid im 
meee duties went into the 
“= State, and Mr Blythe 
told them that if they 
were not paying it 10 
clothing and boots in 
this way they would be paying it on some- 
thing else. They were actually paying it into 
the Exchequer in relief of the income tax: 
payer, a class representing one-third of the 
rcpulation. That was one illustration of how 
they were governed by conserving the 
interests of the investing classes and laying 
a heavier burden on the working-classes. It 
war possible for the owners of woollen 
fuctories in Cork, Foxford, Galway, ete., for 
instance to come together and reorganise 
ieir industries for the purpose of supplying 
the people at home with the clothing they 
reed. Six and a quarter million yards of 
tonterial, it was estimated, were required to 
clothe the three million people of the country, 
leaving out ready-made imported clothing, but 
tha home factories were only supplying about 
13 per cent. of the total required. The 
wealth and skill and ability of the owners 
of these factories should be directed to

fer ying the whole requirements of cloth. 


e Labour Party proposed that, under a 
scheme of State patronage, the State should 
assist the millers to extend their business, 
provided that the business was to serve the 
nation, and not merely to provide profit. 
The owners, however, would get a fair in- 
terest on their capital out of the national 
funds. The State would supply the means to 
extend the capital a to build and equip 
new factories throughout the country, instead 
of relieving the income taxpayers of a mililon 
pounds. The Labour Party proposed that 
that sum ba set aside as a national deve!op- 
ment fund, and used to provid capital, free 
of interest, for the extension of factories. so 
that they might be able to supply the neecls 
of the country, and they would he able to 
buy their cloth at a price much lower than 
it was at present, because it would bear no 
capital charges. ‘Those people having monev 
invested abroad would be induced, and, if 
necessary, forced, to provide some of their 
monéy for the development of Irish indas- 
tries. The additional woollen factories would 
help the agriculturist by using the home 
wool. That scheme could be applied to other 
industries also. 

The people of this country had not ioined 
in the struggle for national emancipation to 
get a Government that conld not provide 
them with, at least, as good social services 
as were enjoyed by the North and neighbour- 
ing countries hy wav of widows’ and orphans’ 
pensions, and better old-age pensions, 
national health and unemployment insurance 
schemes.
